Nevertheless  Candidates  who  liave  passed  the  Maliicuhition 
Examination  in  iiing'i  College,  Windsor;  Acailia  College  W(jlf- 
ville  ;  Dalhoiisio  College  and  St.  Mary's  College,  llalifa.x;  St.  Francis 
Xavier's  College,  Antigonish  ;  Mount  Allison  AVesleyan  College, 
Sackville,  New  Brunswick  ;  are  admitted  to  the  First  B.  A.  Kxa- 
mination  without  being  required  to  have  passed  the  Matuicila-
